Although the 
claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 
988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Although these limitations are present in the amendment to the claims presented on 
6/14/2005, these claims have not been entered because they present new limitations which would require further consideration, as well 
as presenting new 112 2nd issues in the claims.
